as commensalism, commensals 
being 
creatures which may be said trj sit at 
the same table, but which do not prey 
upon one another. Of late years na tu­ 
ralists bat** become acq uainted with 
numerous examples of this form of a n­ 
imal partnership. 
In one of the Chick­ 
en Islands, off the New Zealand coast, 
a curious lizard known as the tua t.ua 
and certain species of the petrols were 
found Inhabiting the same burrows, 
apparently on the best of terms, 
in 
rare cases the burrows, which consist 
of a passag e two or throe feet long , 
ending in a chamber a foot, and a half 
long , one foot broad and six indies 
hig h, is the w*ork of the bird. 
As a 
rule, however, the lizard is the exca­ 
vator. 
Each builds its nest on oppos­ 
ite sides of the chamber, the lizard al­ 
most invariably choosing the left and 
the petrel the rig ht side. 
The- lizard 
feeds partly on worms and beetles, and 
partly 
on 
t h e 
re m na nts of fishes 
broug ht to their common table by the 
petrel, both animals being thus bene- 
fitted by the partnership. This is prob­ 
ably more than can be said 
of 
the 
prairie dog , whose underg round 
h o m e 
is freq uently shared by the rattlesnake 
and the burrowing owl. 
These 
wa re at 
one time supposed to form a “happy 
family,” but considerable doubt has 
been east on the point by the discov­ 
ery of young prairie dog s in the 
s t o m ­ 
ach of the rattlesnake, which seems to 
indicate th a t commensalism 
in 
this 
particular case has been a one sided 
affair so far as the benefits were con­ 
cerned. 
It is among marine animals, how­ 
ever, that the most 
striking 
exam­ 
p le s of commensalism have been ob­ 
served. A feeble lisii called the remora 
owes its success in life to tL« power­ 
ful alliances it forms. 
One of its tins 
has been tram formed into a sucker 
placed rig ht on top of its head 
by 
m e a n s of which it attaches itself firm ­ 
ly to any passing shark, whale or even 
ship, no doubt mistaking tin' latter for 
some hug e sea monster, 
f v these it , 
is transported without any exertion on 
its own part over 
g reat 
distances, j 
meanwhile picking up such 
food as 
may come in its way. 
Several small fishes have been found, 
also, to habitually lodg e in the mouth 
cavity of a Brazilian catfish, sharing 
such food na the latter succeeds in cap­ 
turing . 
The enemi* s of the smaller 
fishes are so numerous that it h only 
bv retreating to plains inaccessible to 
their foes that they have a chance of 
survival. 
A favorite shelter for many 
small fishes is the round disk of the 
larg er sea jellies, the sting ing proper­ 
ties of which probably cause them to 
la' avoided by the other denizens of the 
deep. 
As many as twenty fishes have 
been counted swimming 
within 
the 
fring ed marg in of one of these 
pul­ 
sating umbrellas. 
The sea cucumbers 
nre another lowly g roup 
of 
marine 
forms which afford shelter to fishes. 
j 
Other instances mig ht he g iven, such 1 
as that of the little pea crab, found in j 
mussels and 
other 
bivalve 
shells, 
which in return for 
the 
protection 
g iven them by the 
molluskaiT 
shell , 
fives its host a share of the food it cap 
tures.—W ashing ton Star.

The unformed characters of children 
nrn so different, th a t in a family of 
brothers and sisters no two are alike, 
and each little one needs careful and 
earnest study. 
This is the more i m ­ 
portant if we remember what a wise 
m an once sa id:—"Give me a child till 
it is six years old, and then it does not 
| m atter who comes after me." 
it is in­ 
deed a fact that the salient points of 
’ the character take root during t h a t e a r­ 
ly period of life and a little one of six 
who is hard-hearted, or untruthful, or 
j spiteful, is exceeding ly difficult to re­ 
form. 
! 
A wise m other must discriminate 
J u ­ 
diciously between natural juvenile fall- 
’ ing s and real naug htiness. 
There are 
so many acts and words which must 
not pass by unchecked, and yet do not 
deserve a censure or too much stress 
set 
upon them, 
and other 
offences 
which must never be overlooked. 
All healthy, strong , vivacious chil­ 
dren are 
restless, wilful, 
and mis­ 
chievous in a g reater or less deg ree. 
The boy of three 
years old, full of 
spirits, and the joie de vivre, often 
pitches his toys about in a reckless 
fashion very unsafe for the other deni­ 
zens of the nursery. 
This, of course, 
m ust be stopped. 
At the same time, 
there is no naug htiness in the motive, 
and it need nut call forth a p unish ­ 
ment, unless 
the young ster 
has re­ 
peated the 
misdemeanor immediately 
after being cautioned. 
Very imag inative 
children, on the 
other hand, will circumstantially na r ­ 
rate incidents which they declare they 
have seen, or as having happened to 
themselves, and it is not easy to make 
them g rasp 
the fart th at 
this is a 
falsehood. 
The best way is to take 
for g ranted that it is a fiction, and 
say, "Yes, dear, that is a nice little 
story you have made up. 
Now, shall 
m other read one, or can you m ake her 
up another?" 
in this way the child 
realizes that one may relate thing s not 
true, if they are honestly labelled as 
such. 
Always avoid arousing the violence 
of a really passionate child. 
R e m e m ­ 
ber that nine times out of ten it is the 
disposition of you, your husband, or 
some relative that has descended ipon 
the little one, who is really more to he 
pitied than 
blamed. 
After a certain 
ag e one can reason with a child in its 
q uiet moments, and explain the dang er 
and pain 
of 
these 
headstrong out­ 
bursts, and assist it to learn the hard 
lesson of self-control; but a tiny mite 
is too young for this, and, if possible, 
without g iving way weakly, by a lit­ 
tle tact and diverting the child’s mind, 
the 
exhausting 
torrent 
of 
passion 
should he averted. 
When very juvenile young sters hold 
their breath in that alarming fashion 
In the middle of a cry, the q uickest 
way to bring them round is to rub a 
wet spong e or flannel on the face; the 
unexpected shock speedily produce« tbs 
desired effect. 
At the same time, this 
holding of the breath is hardly ever 
attended with dang er, thoug h it a p ­ 
pears most appaling to anyone unac* 
customed to children. 
The g reat secret of manag ement lies, 
however, after all, in discipline. Have 
as few rules and reg ulations as you 
possibly can, but have those kept to 
the letter. 
Don’t excuse any deviation 
therefrom, but insist with q uiet firm­ 
ness on their fulfilment. The child dis­ 
ci [dined 
to

has

Not every one 
has beautiful hands. 
But, no matter 
how badly shaped the hand may be, 
o ne can always have a well g roomed 
fing er nail, and soft, clean skin. 
This may not constitute beauty, but 
it is a very g ood substitute. 
Many women neg lect their hands for 
six days of the week, and spend an 
hour on the seventh a t their m ani­ 
cure’s. 
They wonder why it is that 
their hands are never fit. to be 
s e e n. It 
Is with the bands as with the hair, 
mid complexion, and everything else 
pertaining to beauty or health. 
The 
(are must 
be constant. 
Every day 
m ust contribute its mite. 
The req uisites for the fing er nails 
rre few. 
A nail brush, an emery file, 
a nail scissors, a cuticle knife, a pol­ 
isher and an orang e stick, some hot 
water, a little paste and a pink nail 
powder comprise the outfit. 
The wo­ 
m an who does not know how to use 
these thing s could not spend fifty cents 
or a dollar more profitably than by 
g oing to a m anicure and having her 
nails attended to. 
.She can thus learn from 
ob serva­ 
tion to perform the m anicure’s office 
for herself. 
At first it may not be easy to m a ni ­ 
cure the fing ers of the rig ht hand, but 
with practice th a t difficulty can be 
overcome. 
A few m inutes every m o r n­ 
ing devoted to the care of the hands 
wil, m ake and keep them soft, white 
and pretty.

The oatmeal should

often in the strained water. 
Young g irls are often troubled with 
red hands and red arms.

culation or by tig ht lacing .

of butter in it, and served on bits of 
toast or hot biscuit. 
Or. try this: Pick the meat from the 
bone, mix with bits of celery and cov 
or with a salad dressing m ade after 
any g ood recipe. 
If you have none 
handy use this: 
One-half cup vine­ 
g ar, one tablespoonful sug ar, a litth* 
salt, and a teaspoonful m ustard. 
Boil 
the vineg ar, pour over the dry m a te r­ 
ial which has been mixed with a te a ­ 
spoonful of flour, and the yolk of one 
eg g . 
Let it, boil ag ain and remove 
from the fir** when smooth. 
Stir in a 
lump of butter a t the last and stand 
away to g et cold. 
Creamed onions as a left-over m ay 
be placed in a baking dish in layers 
with cracker c rum bs and baked until 
the top crumbs are brown. 
Chicken pie is best warmed over by 
placing crust, meat and g ravy in a 
spider, with bits of butter and hot w a­ 
ter to steam it thoroug hly when close­ 
ly covered. 
If there is plenty of g ravy 
the w a te r will not be needed. 
A very nice soup is made of the r e m ­ 
nants of 
chicken, turkey 
or 
duck. 
Break the carcass a p art and put all 
bones and bits of 
meat 
adhering i n­ 
to plenty of cold water; 
cover and 
set on the back of the rang e where it 
will sim m er slowly for several hours. 
Remove the bones, add half a cup of 
sweet cream, with salt and pepper to 
taste, and serve with crisp crackers. 
Some celery salt improves it, or bits 
of celery may be used.
